Hong Kong in the opening 
minutes of the game were clearly 
rattled, and numerous signs of 
nervousness proved yery disconcert 
ing to local supporters, First one 
player would fumble and then an- 
other until one wondered how such 
a fifteen could have gained so high 
praise, Very loose play by both 
packs of forwards was the feature 
of the opening atages. 

Shanghai Offensive, 

Shanghal were the first to !ook 
dangerous as the result of a good 
forward ruih and a good touch kick 
by Wales, but when on the local 
twenty-five line they were penalised 
for offside play.

ives, He shows that: “Silver, as, 
mined, ean be produced at 1/6d.1 
per oz. and as a by-product of: 
\ og base oinetals ont under; 
t/- per oz," Since four-fifths of | 
the silver produced is a by-product, 
if can be seen that the supply of 
silver can be maintained even at 
the present low price. The table 
on pave [7 shows that by-product 
wilver can be produced at 4.7d per 
flne oz. What proportion can be 
produced at that price ia not stated, 
but if we take the average of the 
figures piven we get nearly Od. per 
fine ot, The compiler estimates 
that 253 million oz can be added 
annually to the market hut leaves 
us in the dark about the price. We 
can only assume that he means 
“ander 1/-". We think that on 
overestimate {France and Britain 
cannot go on for ever demonetising 
their silver tokena although Indin 
is anid still to have huge quantities) 
and at Od. the supply wo think 
would be much Tess. ‘The com- 
miler places the world net con- 


sumption at 216 million ozs and, 
therefore, concludes that “pro- 
duction exceeds consumption by 
38 million ozs.” Consumption Is not, 
however, constant irreapective of 
price, and may easily rise with the 
fojl. The only trouble is where 
the demand Is to come from {f 
silver ia not wanted as currency. 
He docs not~ hold out much hope. 
Consumption in arts and industries 
ts very small relatively, We can- 
not await new inventions 


eg Not n Safe Basis. 

The general conclusion the com- 
piler points to is thit “silver, 
owing to its oxtreme fluctuations 
in torma of gold, is no longer a 
safo basis for a currency, or even 
for a menns of barter by weight, 
in n world that thinks in terms of 
gold only,” The moral scema to 
be “go gold,” but it cannot be 
advocated until the same type of 
analysis has been undertaken for 
gold .and until the gold price and 
the silver price of commodities 
have been compared (over a serles 
nf years) Perhaps the compiler 
vould do this and put “the man In 
the atreet” in a better position to 
understand what is really happen: 
ing, It seems to us futile to try to 
discard silver when by “mere 
international understanding" n 
ratio between yrold and s'Iver could 
be fixed and maintained without 
making confusion worse confound- 
ed by putting China on to gold. 

However that mny be, the booklet: 
ia a real contribution to local dis- 
cussion of the problem. Much

Many a collector who neglecta 
thia fact in the Initial stages of 
his hobby finds, to hia sorrow, 
after a few yenrs, that hia mount- 
Inge ore all out of order and many 
of his stamps practleally valucless, 
for faulty mounting invariably de- 
\cten from ‘the value of a stamp, 
and in many” cnses renders = it 
worthlena, ; 

To bexin, all specimens should 
be examined for holes,  brenks, 
&e., which should be carefully ond 
neath! repaired with thin ad- 
healve pager. When you have only 
amne specimen of a certain issue, 
nnd that in a bad atnte of repair, 
do not, like many callectors, throw 
it anide, but retain it until you aro 
able to procure a better copy, 

Now, remove any foreign mat- 
ter that may be adhering to the 
copy under survey. The mast 
affective manner in which this is 
done is by placing the stamp be- 
tween two mofstened sheets of 
blotting paper or under a molsten- 
ed cloth. Do not place in hot or 
ayaa water, an this, in cases 
Where stamps are printed with In- 
ferior dyes, will have a bleaching, 
and thus damaging, effect upon 
same,

THE “SMITHY STAMP.” 


At fast the Australian Govern- 
ment has decided te commemorate 
the achievements of  Alr-Com- 
modore = Kingsford-Smith on a 
postage stamp. It is expected to 
be fn use some time this month,

N ordinary times, when business is at or about norm, tittle at- 
tention is paid to the series of Interport apoiting encounters 
between Hong Kong and Malaya. Cricket, football, Rugby football, 
rifle shooting, and lawn bowls rixturcs come and go, veing regarded 
ug more or less routine, serving only to accentuate the sporting 
rivalry between the three chief centres in the Oricnt, 

Unlike prospective patrons of a national Ball sportsmen have not 
yet during the present lean times been accused of eniulating Nero 
and fiddling whilst the Colony burns or otherwise goes headlong to 
economic destruction, It is to be trusted that no one will yield to 
the temptation to assail the sportsmen of the Colony for pursuing 
the even tenor of their way in regard to the Interport scrics of 
raatches, no matter which department of sport is affected. 

The Interport fixtures during the prevailing depression, com- 
mercially and financially speaking, come at an opportune moment to 
shake us all out of our fit of the blues, to forget for n mere spell 
the worries of the office and the nightmares of excnange. 

It is mightily wonderful ihe distraction that can be afforded to 
the multitude by watching eleven or fifteen players chasing a leather 
ball. No less is it cheering to reflect on the amount of local 
patriotism generated in a Colony whose representatives are pitted 
in the arena of sport against Shanghai or Malaya. Whilst we are 


collectively in the doldrums and apt to decry all and anything at-]_ 


tached to the little spot of Empire in which we live, it is amazing to 
tind how all is momentarily forgotten in the zeal with which we dis- 
cuss the prospects of a local victory on the playing field, and how 
we gather in our hundreds and thousands to “barrack” for our local 
favourites, sharing the reflected glory of a triumph and finding con- 
solution, on the occasion of defeat, by the sportsmantike admission 
that the better team won. There is the other and perhaps more 
hackneyed observation that, be the times bad or be the times good, 
no Colony and no city ean afford to neglect the physique of its youth 
and that, concurrently with a raanly display of sport, there is stimu- 
lated the spirit of internation:! concord that is dastined to play a 
much greater part in the affairs of the Orient than at any previous 
period in its history. ai 

For all these reasons combined we echo the chorus of congratu- 
lation to our Rugby football vepresentatives who had the honour 
yesterday afternoon of opening the series of this season’s Interport 
sporting fixtures against Shanghai, The claims of Association foot- 
ball may at times seem to overshadow, if not altogether dwarf, the 
aspivations of those who prefer the Rugby code of football; but to- 
day any such feeling of involuntary subjugation must have vanished 
as the outcome of yesterday's ‘noble victory” ogainsi the exponents 
nf Rugby football from the Northern port. 

“The organisers of the match yesterday have to be warmly 
complimented on their success in infecting their own enthusiasm 
into other local Rugby football players and thus producing 1 team 
of such ability as to administer a defeat to the no mean opposition 
sent down here from Shanghai. Likewise arc they to be congratu- 
lated on securing such a Inrge gate. This in itself was a well de- 
Borved tribute to thelr painstaking labours to make of the match a 
thorough success from every pussible angle. 

Thero arc other Interport matches to be played in tho vory 
scar future, and the’ good wishes of the entire community will go 
with those entrusted with the responsibility of upholding tho local 
banner and adding tc, the reputation of tho Colony for good and 
clean sport—for being able to win well and losa weil: Thus shall 
Interport fixtures continue to be justified whother the community is

Mr.Q, E. Lindsell, who for somo 
years hab acted au the first Magla- 
trate at tho Contral Magistracy, 
wili take up duty as acting 
Puisne Judge os from to-morrow, 
viceo Mr. Juntico P. Jncks, who 
in golng on Home leave. 

Mr, Lindaell has been in the ser- 
vice of the Government of Hong 
Kong for over 21 yonrs, He wan 
appointed a Cadet on October 80, 
1909, and arrived in the Colony on 
December 31° of the  anme 
year. Ho was sent to Can- 
ton to study Cantonese on Janu- 
ary 7, 1910, and passed his final 
examination on November 25, 1911,

Assistant, 8.C.A.; Third Assistant, 
S.C.A., and continuing to act as 
Second Assistant (appointed Janu- 
ary 1, 1914): Acting Second Polico 
Magistrate (appointed April 6, 
1916); Acting ‘Chief Assistant 
S.C.A, (apointed December 16, 
1915); Acting Assistant Poat- 
master General (appointed April 
24, 1916); Acting Assistant Super- 
intendent, Imports and Exports 
(appointed June 13, 1918) follow- 
ing a further period as Acting 
Chief Aasistant S.C.A.; Acting Da- 
puty Registrar, Supreme Court (ap- 
pointed December 11, 1918); Acting 
Second Police Magistrate (ap- 
vointed February 4, 1919): confirm: 
ed in the post of Second Pollee 
Magistrate on return from Home 
leave (appointed January 10, 1921); 
Acting Firat Police Magistrate (ap-

Spring Is Coming! 

Nay rather Spring ts hore. 
Banyan trees are covered with 
new bright green foliago. The 
Rhododendrons are in full bloom in 
the gardens though the wild onca 
are not yet in blossom. ‘Lhe Chin- 
ese Now Year Flower Enkianthus 
quinqucsloria has been out for aome 
weeks; I noticed tho first flowers on 
December 31, 1930, but there were 
4 number of bushes In bloom on 
Christmas Day, 1929. Both ‘the 
Rhododendrons (commonly — called 
Aznleas) and Enklanthus belong to 
the famlly Erleaceae which Inchides 
the ling or heather (Calluna) and 
the bell heather (Erica). 
Rhododendron species are common- 
est in Western China whilst 
Enkianthus ranges = from the 
Himalayas to Japan. 

Sy * 
The Cotton Tree, : . 

Near the lower Peak Tram 
Station is a fine specimen of the 
:wild, or red, cotton tree Bombar 
malabaricum., For the past few 
weeks, whilat waiting for the bus, 
Thave gazed at this tree and noticed 
the development of the flower brida, 
These first showed os small swell- 
Inga on the bare branches about 
the middle of January of this year 
and the firat bud opened on.or about 
February 2, There Is a row of 
these trees above Murray Barracks, 
n few oppoaite King’s College and 
various others on the island; these 
usually flower Jater than -the one 
roferred to here. 

The flowers which are bright red 
In colour, open before the leaves 
and are extremely attractive to cor- 
tain birds. Why, I don't know, 
perhaps the birds visit them in 
search of insects, On ceveral 
mornings £ have notleed flocks of 
the Chinese Crested Mynah 
(Acthiopsar « cristatellua) noisily 
pecking at the flowers, and on more 
than one morning a small flock of 
the green Latham’s Parrakeots 
(Paittaeua .fascinatur) excitedly 
flyIng from branch to branch. The 
flowers fall off almost complote,— 
they are edible! : 

This tree has many uses. The 
fruit 15 nm large capsule containing 
the seeds which are embedded In 
cotton and distributed by wind. 
The cotton is frequently used to 
adulterate Kapok.’ The tree is a 
fast grower and ita wool is soft 
being suitable for a varicty of 
purposes from dug-out canoes to 
match-stalks! 

The yenr before Inst a number 
of trees in the nelghbourhood of 
thin Ue x badly damaged 
in the typhoon, the next door tree, 
a Banyan, being blown down, This 
tree showed no damage at all.

GREASING UP. 


Jobs for “Motor Car 
Designers, 


Why js it -that tho car designer 
who is capable of designing an ofMi- 
clont chassis and cngirio often goca 
to pieces when It comes to a quea- 
tion of small details? 1 refor to 
the kind of thing thnt closely con- 
cerns tha owner-driver, who also 
has to look aftor the toilet and gen- 
eral welfare of his car. 

I think I can supply the explana- 
tlon, stntea Harold Pemberton, 
Daily Express Motoring Correspon- 
dent. 

Designers, with few exceptions, 
do not look after their own cars. 
Thoy are carefully nursed at tho 
works while the owner is engaged 
in the drawing office working out 
tis xraphs. The same appties to 
all the heads of departments of the 
great factories, E 

Their cars are kept in spick and 
span condition, and all, the tittle 
j Jobs that you and I have to do are 
; done for them, which fs a pity, for 
you ean only learn by practical ox- 
porlence, 

Every car manufacturer Issues a 
little book giving his customers in- 
structions in the care and upkeep 
of his particular make of car, They 
are usually clear and lucid, and it 
is only when you come to carry 
them out that the tasks set are not 
so ensy 08 they look. 

This Is why I suggest that the 
designers at all factories should bo 
compelled to carry out these jobs 

themselves, and, if possible, before an 
audience composed of the manning 
director and the head salesman,

CAR DEVELOPMENTS | 


Strong . Evidence of | 
‘Technical Improvement. 


It {a perhaps inevitable, remarks 
Tho Motor, that manufacturers who 
produco ‘cars {fh largo quantitlea 
should not be. very ready to adopt 
new methoda of construction, which 
involve wholesale alterations to fac~ 
tory equipment. For this reason 
unorthodox methods of chasdis de- 
sign are usually ploneered by those 
of the European car makers who 
produce automobiles in small quan- 
titles, Only when some now davico 
becomes manifestly successful fs It 
taken up by the biggest concerns, - 
During the past fow months of dif- 
fleult conditions, however, the at. 
titudo of tho big organisations has 
undergone conalderable medificatton, 
and this’ has been particularly 
noticeable in America, Car soles 
In the United States havo slumped 
very badly, and a great impetus has 
thereby been given to the dovelop- 
ment of technical improvoments of 
all kinds In order to arouse the In- 
terest of tho public and so to pro- 
mote salea. There have, of, course, 
been many noteworthy examples 
during 1980 of the strong Influonce 
which a technical improvement, 
auch ns a now type of gearbox, can 
exert upon the number of care sold. 

Consequently it seoms probable 
that some very interesting new cars 
will be announced during 1931 by 
makers of all countries, and that 
they will display less consorvatism 
in tholr construction than over be- 
fore, It is significant that the freo 
wheel Is bulng adopted for sevoral 
new models In the United States, 
and that the Ieading motor en. | 
gineers of this and other countries 
aro giving serlous thought to 
methods of springing and driving a 
car which were once considered to 
ba freakish, ; 


CLEANING TARNISHED PLATING

Honoured - in Ford 
Museum. 


An early model Oldamobile, one of 
America's oldest automobiles, has 
been placed on oxhibit in’ the Ford 
Muscum In Greenfield Villaye, Dear- 
born, Michigan, where Henry Ford 
in nasombling a collection of articles 
that have played important roles In 
the development of Americnn his- 
tory. 

Manufactured approximately 30 
years ago, this Oldsmobile was re- 
cently driven to the musoum under 
Its own power to become part of the 
Interesting display of transporta- 
tion medin of carly America. 

Ollicints of the Ford Muscum re- 
queated an early model Oldsmobile 
to add to the mechanical display; 
which {Includes a duplicate of the 
firat internal combustion type engine 
ng designed by Otto in 1878 and the 
carly, crude steam engines as well 
as exhibits showing the advance- 
ments made ‘in these two prinelpal 
forme of pawer plants. The ancient 
Oldsmobile forms an important link 
in this exhibit, representing, as it 
docs, a vital step in the development 
of internal combustion engines In 
the United States. 

The original Olds company was 
organised In 1880, just two yenra 
after the development of the four 
cycle engine by Otto. For yenrs it

Later experiments wera made in 
the automotive ficld which resulted 
in the incorporation on Auguat 2t, 
1897. af Olds Motor Works for tho 
purpoas of bullding motor cars. 

During tho frat yenr of the pro- 
gent “century the company made 
rapid..progress through the popu- 
larity of {ta one cylinder, curved 
dnah runabout ond through the in- 
troduction of quantity production 
methods in the manufacturo and ng- 
sembly of automobiles, Theso 
methods have been taken up and 
developed by the entire industry. 

From this start in the automotive 
field, Oldsmobile ttirned to the 
manufacture of larger ind more 
costly automebiles, often pioneering 
in new engincering and design 
achievements. In, 1923 ft concen- 
trated {ta resourcen on a aix eylind- 
er automobile from which type the 
present successful Oldsmobile has 
been developed.

TRADE SCHOOLS. 


Ford Busy in Britain 

and Russia. 

Trado schools closely patterned 
after the two ‘divisions of the 
Henry Ford Trade Schoo! for Boys 
located at Wlhland Park and Dear- 
born, Michigan, are soon to be 
eatablished In Britain and Rugala, 

The British school will be tem- 
porarily placed nt Manchester, near 
the British plant of the Ford Motor 
Company, Ltd, but Inter will be 
n point adjoining .the company’s 
larger works now under construc: 
tion at Dagenham, London. The 
school will opernte under the super- 
vision of the Ford Motor Company. 
Ltd., and following the example of 


tho Detroit Trade School, will ba 
reatrieted to boys between 12 and 
18 years old. 

For the purpose of making a 
atudy of the Highland Park and 
Rouge Plant divisions, A. R. Smith, 
general manager of the Ford Bri- 
{ish company, has spent a week at 
the two schools. Ho thought It 
probable thant the first studenta in 
the propased British school would 
be selected from famllies In Lon- 
don's Enst slide district, etarted at 
Manchester and then returned 
when the Degenham plant is com- 
Weted. 

The Russian school js to be built 
and maintained by tho Soviet Gov- 
ernment at Nijni Novogoved and 
will be adjacent to “Autostroy," the 


name given to the plant to be bullt; 


at thnt point for the manufacture 
of motor cars. ‘Tho Russian school 
will in no way “be connected ‘with 
Ford Interests, though the benefit 
of Henry Ford ~¢ Trade 
methods, experiments along eduen- 
tional lines, and present manner of 
teaching have been placed at the 
disposal of Sovict representatives. 

It ja antd that the school at Nijni 
Novogovod will be the first of 
severnl similar inatitutiona to be 
established in Ruasla. According 
to Leopold A Mertz, asslatant chief 
engineer of U.S.S.R. for the con- 
struction of automobile plants, pre- 
sent plans call for facilities sum- 
clent to accommodate from 650 to 
760 students. Of this number
